S spring gushes forth from 
Apres Nature’s nether 

regions, it is time once again to 
discuss the intricate relationship 
between the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ and chocolate rabbits 

The Gospel of St. Matthew only 
hints at the tie between Christ and 
chocolate rabbits. From Matthew 
7-7-8: “Ask and it shall be given 
you; seek and ye shall find choco- 
late rabbits.” 

The above is taken from the 
more lyrical King James Version of 
the New Testament. 

Much older translations of this 
holy document help to clarify the 
issue further: “Asketh and it shal- 
leth be giveneth you; seeketh and 
yeeth shalleth findeth chocolateth 
rabbiteths.”

Punion organizers could call for a 
local or national boycott of beer 
brewed by Molson and Labatt. 

On Monday, 104 unionized 
employees of Brewers Distributor 
Ltd., a beer distribution company 
jointly owned by the two big brew- 
eries, were locked out in a labor 
dispute. Workers began to picket 
the company’s 170,000-square-foot 
warehouse, which serves as a dis- 
tribution point for restaurants, 
bars and lounges in the northern 
half of the province. (The union- 
ized workers service Edmonton 
only.) 

Although BDL is farming out dis- 
tribution to independent contrac- 
tors, union members are confident 
it will feel repercussions. 

Union members in Saskatche- 

and B.C. have begun blocking 
beer shipments destined for 
Alberta, says Brent Potter, presi- 
dent of the Retail Warehouse/- 
nadian Auto Workers’ Local 
Uni 285, which represents the

. That call could be made by 
local, provincial or national 
arm of the union or by an umbrella 
group such as the Canadian 
Labour Congress, he said.

tract talks broke down. Three 
weeks ago, the company served 
the union with a notice of closure, 
saying it would wind down the 
company within six months if cer- 
tain concessions aren't met. 

Union members voted 100 per 
cent in favor of taking strike 
action. But BDL spokesperson 
Mike Allen said the company 
decided to lock workers out first, 
“to try to drive a timely resolution 
to this impasse and to minimize 
service disruptions.” 

Allen said the company is seek- 
ing “more flexibility” in its hiring 
practices, to account for lulls in 
the beer market. The distribution 
site is slow in January and Feb- 
ruary and gets busier during the 
summer months and holidays. The 
company wants to hire more tem- 
porary workers. Allen said the 
company needs to become “com- 
petitive” in order to survive. 

“What we look at in competitive 
is we are in the warehouse and dis- 
tribution business — that is what 
we do. There are a lot of other 
companies that can do what we do 
for less than we can,” Allen said. 

“Packaged goods is packaged 
goods. I have an obligation to my 
shareholders to be competitive in 
cost and service. This is not a 
union-busting exercise,” he said. 

Yet that is exactly the accusa- 
tion workers are levelling, Allen’s 
past employment as a manager at 
the Maple Leaf meat plant — 
which closed after a long and bit- 
ter labor dispute — has union 
members suspicious. 

Allen admits he worked at 
Maple Leaf but says he left that 
company before it served closure 
notice on union members there. In 
any event, locked-out workers 





think the goings-on at BDL are a 
case of “same guys, same tactics.” 

Workers walking the picket line 
at the east-end warehouse say the 
company has been intentionally 
mismanaged. Employees who have 
worked three and four years have 
still not been granted full-time sta- 
tus and are made to work overtime 
every week, employees say 

“I've been here for four years 
and they still say 'm a temporary 
worker, said Michel Beauclair. “To 
have your benefits paid for you 
after you've been with a company 
for four years is not unreasonable 
We want to keep our wages the 
same and have benefits. That’s rea- 
sonable.” 

“They want to try and run the 
place on overtime,” said Steve 
Aberdeen, a 16-year employee. 
“It's poorly managed.” 

The company wants to reduce 
the number of full-time permanent 
employees from 76 to 54 and cut 
wages and benefits, he said. 

“I could see that if this we were 
back in the late ’70s or early ’80s 
and things were difficult, but we're 
booming here.” 

He feels BDL’s owners could 
face retaliation from customers. 

“The breweries are trying to dis- 
tance themselves from this, but 
when you read that BDL sign on 
the door, it really says Labatt’s and 
Molson’s.” 

Local 285 president Potter is 
ever mindful of that fact, too. 

“It’s something the breweries 
are vulnerable to,” he said. “Sure, 
they are big corporate giants, but 
they are susceptible to public opin- 
ion.” 

The company and union are 
scheduled to resume negotiations 
April 20.

Despite his reassurances, 
Premier Klein “is totally uncom- 
mitted to a publicly-funded health- 
care system,” Douglas said. 

The proposed legislation asks 
voters to put too much faith in 
elected and unelected officials, she 
said, citing many instances in 
which decisions are made at the

Asked what is motivating the 
provincial government to allow 
such contracts to exist, Douglas 
suggests big business and ego play 
an important role.

Everyone in the show can at 
least agree that critics merely 
voice an opinion — but they hap- 
pen to have a larger audience 
Readers need to come to know a 
reviewer's likes or dislikes in 
order to understand whether a 
show is good or not, Banigan says. 

Naturally, he’s confident The 
Critic will be a hit. And if the 
Craddock/Banigan track record is 
any indication, he could be right. 
Last spring Banigan directed 
Craddock’s On Being A Peon, a 
show that earned a handful of 
nominations for the Elizabeth 
Sterling Haynes Awards. 
Craddock’s writing has a lot to do 
with that. 

“Chris is very unconventional,” 
says Cuckow. “He crosses bound- 
aries .. . he has a montage in the 
play where it is just time passing 
and you get different images pre- 
sented to you — he is just very 
clever at what he does.”

Masters of Percussion is some 
thing of a reunion. Included in the 
lineup are violinist L. Shankar, 
ghatam player T.H. “Vikku” 
Vinayakram, and Hussain himself 
who together were three quarters 
of the group Shakti (guitarist John 
MeLaughlin was the other mem- 
ber). If it weren't for the pioneer- 
ing work of Shakti in the 1970s it’s 
debatable whether a concert like 
this could take place at all. Shakti 
was responsible not only for help- 
ing to popularize Indian music in 
North America and Europe, but for 
expanding the role of percussion 
as a distinctly expressive voice. 

“Myself and Vinayakram were 
playing on an equal interaction 
level with John and Shankar, and 
we were allowed to take solos and 
play duets on stage .. . People 
started to become aware of the 
drumming tradition that existed in 
India,” Hussain says. 

The program that the Masters 
will be presenting is a rare oppor- 
tunity for North American audi- 
ences to hear something of the 
‘roots’ music of India. 

“It’s a three-tiered performance 
where you hear the melodic classi- 
cal aspect of it and the percussion 
classical aspect .. . and that leads 
to the folk element, and in the end 
all of this comes together . . . It is

awksley Workman is, along 
Hein everything else, really 

easy to make laugh. This 
doesn’t mean the Toronto singer is 
dumb. Far from it, baby. He's 
sharp as circumcision. He's just 
got a great sense of humor, you 
know? 

His phone rings at a damn early 
hour and he picks it up. That’s the 
way these interviews work. But 
where it strays into something 
else, that’s when it gets interesting. 

“I think it’s a really wonderful 
time to be writing right now,” he 
says, bucking off the idea that 
being an indie artist is a nowhere 
game and being a mainstream 
artist. worse than hell. “It’s because 
everything is so, well, I don’t want 
to say ‘bad,’ but bad.

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Students stage Big Band revival 


Music programs merge for one night of orchestral-strength jazz

n the world of jazz music it's too 
| much of a financial stretch to 

keep a big band operating ona 
full time basis in this day and age. 
Long gone are the days when a 
dozen or so élite jazz orchestras 
toured the continents by bus and 
train, playing luxurious theatres 
and ballrooms. As we heard from 
Tommy Banks a few weeks back 
just prior to the Duke Ellington 
Tribute he was leading into the 
Winspear Centre, Ellington even 
played old Edmonton Gardens a 
couple of times when he and his 
incredible orchestra passed 
through this city. 

But today it’s a rare treat to 
catch one of those units, at least 
one that combines hot chops and 
great arrangements. So for those of 
you who love that sound of a 
swelling brass section rising up 
over a swinging rhythm section, 
only to hear that sound joined by a 
tidal wave of reeds, the annual 
Evening of Big Band Jazz at the 
John L. Haar Theatre is a major 
event. 

The concert, which takes place 
Monday, April 10, is a collaborative 
effort befWeen the music depart- 
ments of Grant MacEwan 
Community College and the

University of Alberta. This edition 
marks the tenth anniversary of the 
two parties combining forces for a 
concert that features two 18-piece 
bands. One is under the direction 
of Tom Dust from the U of A, while 
Ray Baril of GMCC leads the other, 
both of which also feature a vocal 
ist. 

“These bands are picked through 
an audition process on both cam- 
puses during the first week of 
September and up to 140 players 
have shown up for those auditions 
It was a few years ago we felt we 
had enough high quality players to 
put two bands together,” says 
Baril, who has four opportunities a 
year to lead his band through pub- 
lic performances of pieces written, 
or at least arranged, specifically for 
a big band 

“I must say that this particular 
group of musicians ranks in the top 
three I've led, in terms of proficien- 
cy and raw ability. They read very 
well and have great technical skills 
as players. That actually shows in 
many cases the strength of the 
music programs in our high 
schools around the province,” 
the conductor, 

Baril mentioned the names of 
highly regarded big-band leaders 
like Count Basie, Stan Kenton,

“We've got a terrific arrangement 
from the New Mingus Orchestra of 
Goodbye Pork Pie Hat, which is a 
terrific Charles Mingus piece, as 
well as an interesting Oliver Nelson 
chart of Down By The Riverside. It 
really is a challenging concert and 
we had to put it all together in the 
course of seven rehearsals.” 

saril was also pleased to be 
handed an original chart titled Blue 
Flyer from a MacEwan music 
department staff member, who 
received it from a music educator 
and composer from the U.S. named 
John Moss 

Well-known tenor player Jerrold 
Dubyk is one player Baril singled 
out for high praise and he also put 
pianist Ryan Timoffee and trumpet 
player John Dymianiw on the list 
of soloists the audience should 
also be very impressed by on 
Monday night. 

An Evening of Big Band Jazz 
usually sells out and with tickets 
being only $8 for adults and $5 for 
students and seniors, the concert 
has to be considered a bargain.

the subject of writer/director Katie Tallo’s 
waitressing mockumentary, Juiced. 
Scheduled to sereen at Local Heroes at 7 
p.m. Thursday, April 6 in the Princess 1, 
it’s a reality that only those who have 
worked in a restaurant will believe. 

“They exist! I know those people, | 
served them!” Tallo laughs as she remi- 
nisces about her waitressing days. 

Juiced is an only slightly exaggerated 
look at a day in the life of Syd, a waitress 
and an aspiring actress. The restaurant is 
Ted's Place, a cheesy family diner with 
horrible faux-tasteful decor and the kind of 
staff that is typical of the food service 
industry: frustrated GenXers, a bitter 
career waitress, a gutter-mouthed cook, 
and the eccentric dishwasher. “The cook is 
actually based on a guy I worked with,” 
and actor Susan Brooks was someone 
Tallo waitressed with: “She’s basically 
playing herself.” 

Let's take a look at a typical day: Syd 
schmoozes a would-be producer, only to

find that he dined-and-dashed on her. Her 
least favorite customers, Allergy Man and 
Picky Woman, have shown up. A group of 
suits plot the downfall of their female co- 
worker while making grossly inappropriate 
comments to their server, all the while 
lamenting the fact that they have become 
“oppressed” minorities. Two pretentious 
Toronto “performance artists” — well, 
they're just condescending and self-right- 
eous. And on top of that, her parents dis- 
own her and her perfect ex-boyfriend 
shows up. 

Tallo, who has a TV producing back- 
ground as well as training at the Banff 
Centre’s Women in the Director's Chair 
program, shot Juiced on video in 12-hour 
shifts over six days in a working restaurant 
in Ottawa. She decided to shoot on video 
because, of course, it is cheaper than film 
(until City TV stepped up to the plate, the 


shoot was financed with credit cards), but 
also because of her working process. 

“We wanted the freedom because of the 
style (of the film), improvisation. You can 
keep shooting and shooting.” 

And although the look of video is usually 
seen as an esthetic liability, it is oddly 
appropriate for this story, giving every- 
thing what Tallo describes as a “greasy 
look.” Tallo believes that this film is popu- 
lar because of the truthfulness of Syd’s 
experiences, 

“It’s about covering a great topic that 
hasn't really been addressed before. And 
people who have worked in the business 
seem to understand it better.” 

Substitute “aspiring actress” with any 
number of things — painter, grad stu- 
dent, filmmaker — and it’s a familiar situ- 
ation for young people trying to make it 
in the less immediately lucrative profes- 
sions. 

This is Katie Tallo’s second appearance 
at Local Heroes — the last time was in 
1996 for a short called Split Shift, also 
about waitressing. Is it an obsession? 
“No, it’s finally been exorcised from my 
soul.”

ou wouldn't expect to find 
Y ier in common between the 

movie about a nihilistic Nor. 
wegian mailman who gets caught 
up in the fallout of a botched rob 
bery and one about an aging 
Japanese gangster awaiting a 
stand-off with his treacherous 
bosses on the sandy beaches of 
Okinawa. Well, to be honest, there 
isn't much similarity, except for 
the odd humor each director 
imparts to the story he tells. 

This weekend Metro Cinema 
presents Pal Sletaune’s Junk Mail 
and Takeshi Kitano’s Sonatine, 
two of the most dead-pan come- 
dies ever committed to film. Which 
is not to say that they’re funny 
because they're trying to be funny. 
In fact, Junk Mail is edgy and sad 
and Sonatine is eloquently neutral 
in tone. The comedy derives from 
the eccentric characters’ attempts 
to deal with daunting situations 
that. get further out of control. 

Roy (Robert Skjaerstad), the axis 
around which Junk Mail revolves, 
is a downright creep. Isolated, 
with little regard for personal 
hygiene or social graces, Roy 
pitches most of the mail he's 
entrusted with down a pit by some 
train tracks and stares at couples 
smooching in public, He finds the 
apartment keys of lovely, hearing- 
impaired Line (Andrine Sether) 
and starts hanging out in her place 
when she’s not there. By overhear- 
ing an answering machine mes- 
sage and stealing a picture of her, 
Roy embroils himself in the machi- 
nations of a heist gone bad. 

Clocking in at a brisk 83 min- 
utes, Junk Mail injects a lot of 
atmosphere and character into the 
twists and turns of its narrative. 
The deliberate pacing and compas- 
sionately-observed characters, 
some of whom are clearly morons, 
bring the slight premise to life. 
Something about the apparently 
repulsive Roy draws you into his 
story without ever appealing to 
you to root for him. 

Nor will you have that problem 
with Takeshi Kitano’s brutal thug 
in Sonatine. Kitano, who wrote, 
directed, edited and stars in the 
film, is Murakawa, a lieutenant in 
the Japanese mob being set up for 
@ fall. Murakawa and his retinue of 
rammy henchman wend their way 
to Okinawa, there to intervene in a 
turf war. Before long, it’s clear 
they've been set up for elimina- 
tion. Murakawa decides to bide his 
time, awaiting the final confronta- 
tion while flirting obliquely with a 
Ocal girl and participating in 
bizarre leisure-time activities with 
the other slightly bored hoods.

who's on a fancy protein diet, orders a cheese 
tray from Paddy’s Cheese Shop adjoining the 
café. 

Knowing that most of us think making soup 
is somehow difficult and arcane, Kostick knew 
he’d have to break that attitude and show his 
readers that making soup isn’t difficult. He 
wants to empower readers to cook soups as 
tasty as the ones we order in r 
like the African Vegetable Soup I was eating — 
full of chunky sweet potatoes, celery, onion, 
tomatoes and zesty spices. “People want to 
cook, want to accomplish something in the 
kitchen. What I did was create fast and easy 
steps to make soups from scratch.” 

Kostick points out that all the soups in the 
book — from the simple Beef Barley with Red 
Wine to the fancier gourmet soups — are all 
based on a four-step method: soup stock 
(either home made or commercially bought); 
the main ingredient (meat in most cases); 
spices and herbs, and a good soup pot. 

“People are busy today, I wanted readers to 
be able to make a soup in 20, 25 minutes,” says 
Kostick. I have to agree with the energetic 
author, the four soups I test drove from his 









book were all ready to serve within an hour or 
so from when I started them and I was indeed 
hankering to start cooking the “fancier” offer- 
ings in the book. 

“I try to take soups to the next level,” ad 
the busy writer, who’s on the verge of launch- 
ing a line of soup-related food products as well 
as a mass-marketed specialty soup pot. “For 
example, one of my favorite recipes in the 
book is a soup made with carrots, orange mar- 
malade and Grand Marnier, a dish you can 
make with things you find in the fridge. It ma: 

und difficult, but it’s not. You can grate th 
carrots in two minutes in a food processor — 
I've cooked this dish at a book signing.” 

Be it on TV or in print, Kostick keeps in mind 
who his reader/viewer is likely to be, going out 
of his way to make sure his recipes are acces 
sible and affordable. With only a very few 
exceptions, most of the ingredients called for 
in the book can be had at even your most lim- 
ited grocery store. 

Kostick’s final soup preparation tip: if you 
can’t make your own stock from scratch, buy 
organic stock cubes from a health food store. 
“The flavor is so much better.”
